In Chicago, Jaxon, who assumed to represent 
the cause of labor in his correspondence with the 
President concerning the Moyer-Haywood trial 
which precipitated the controversy with Mr. 
Roosevelt, has been expelled from the labor or- 
ganization. 

Here in St. Louis the Central Trades and Labor 
Union declined to adopt a resolution which was 
regarded as too extreme in utterance, and referred 
it to a special committee for modification. The 
union will be wise if it carefully refrains from 
committing the indiscretion for which the Presi- 
dent has been criticised, by omitting any declara- 
tion about the guilt or innocence of the accused 
men or any appeal to class feeling, but limiting its 
expression to a demand for a fair trial and a just 
conclusion under the law. 

In New York a ringing note of dissent from a 
campaign of intimidation, or any extreme hyster- 
ical action was sounded by Hermann Robinson at 
the Sunday meeting - of the Central Federated 
Union. Mr. Robinson. said: 

“Don’t be carried away 
ment, but be level headed. Let us act as if we 
were in our proper senses. Organized labor will 
demand a fair trial for Moyer and Haywood, but 
don't create the idea that organized labor is up 
in arms against President Roosevelt. The original 
letter in reference to Moyer and Haywood was a 
privileged communication and was never intended 
for publication. The second letter was not direct- 
ed to a labor organization, but to a political asso- 
ciation. The man in Chicago to whom the Presi- 
dent sent the letter has been expelled from the 
ranks of labor for using its name. It is our duty 
as labor men to show our respect to President 
Roosevelt. Do not let us place ourselves in the 
position of being made a laughing stock in the 
community. We can show sympathy for Moyer and 
|Haywood, but at the same time remain self-re- 
specting citizens.” 

This is the sound and sensible attitude. It is the 
keynote of the policy which will promote law and 
order, redeem labor unions from the reproach of 
attempting to incite a class war which some of its 
foolish leaders have brought upon them, and by 
allaying passions on both sides will work for 
justice. The general adoption of this attitude 
will save organized labor from the possible folly, 
in the event of the just conviction of Moyer and 
Haywood, of upholding murderers as martyrs to 
the cause of labor and of indorsing murder: and 
violence as the approved methods of promoting 
union labor interests. 

By dissociating the cause of organized labor 
from the errors and crimes of individuals who as- 
sume to represent it, the labor unions can teach a 
lesson to organized capital, whose representatives 
show a disposition to rally around the standard 
of lawless plunder set up by its Harrimans, Ryans 
and Rockefellers.
